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2. Temporary Operating Allowances 


Mr. Coffey said that all offices have now received their allowance figures, 
and the information that pay raise costs must be absorbed by the individual office. 

We are now on a one-twelfth operation basis, and any office requiring larger amounts 
for operation in any one month should immediately contact the DD/S. 
said that the Bureau of the Budget has raised the possibility that any specific congres- 
sional cuts of Agency funds will be considered as part of that agency's overall 
reduction and not an additional cut.

3. Personnel Limitations

Mr. Coffey commented on the requirement to abide by the June 30, 1966 
strength figure, and the necessity for a tight control of personnel strength on a 
month-by-mo nth basis. 

Mr. Bannerman joined the meeting. 


Mr. Wattles pointed out that we have been keeping a double set of books with respect 
to IAS (pool) and OSA over-strength; so far there has been no reaction from the 
Bureau of the Budget. Mr. Bannerman added a further comment that we also have 
a problem with contract employee strength figures. 


4. Career Management and Development 


Mr. Bannerman noted that this subject had been raised at a meeting of 
die Deputy Directors, and that all were interested in determining what was actually 
being done in this area. It was recognized that in some cases a definite career plan 
cannot be developed, but care and attention must still be paid to individual employee 
development. Colonel White has asked for a report from each directorate by 
1 August, to particularly address itself to: What is each directorate doing about 
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rotation of employees within directorates? What about rotation across directorate 
lines? The DD/S will be asking questions of each Career Service, and a final 
report will then be put together by the DD/S Staff. The DD/S commented that he 
considered GS-14's and above in the support career services to be available for 
transfer any place within the Support Directorate as needed.
